Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1970  and  incorporated  with  this  is  the 
report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  showed  a slight  decrease  again 
and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year  and 
approximates  more  to  the  national  average.  The  still -birth  rate 
is  still  above  the  national  average,  bun  is  lower  than  in  1969* 
Similarly,  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  lower  than  last  year  but  is 
still  above  the  national  average.  Table  3 shows  cases  of  in.  nt 
deaths  which  occurred  during  1970,  and  as  you  will  see,  50 % of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  24  hours.  Table  4 gives  the 
breakdown,  by  age,  sex  and  cause  of  all  deaths  that  occurred  m 
Droylsden  during  1970,  From  this  you  will  see  that  l/5th  of  the 
deaths  was  due  to  some  form  of  cancer  and  l/3  of  the  deaths  was 
due  to  some  form  of  heart  condition. 

During  1970  90$  of  the  notified  infectious  diseases  were  cases 

of  measles  and  despite  the  introduction  of  an  immunisation  against 
this  disease,  cases  are  still  occurring  more  frequently  than  one 
would  have  liked 3 During  the  year  we  had  several  instances  of 
having  to  follow  up  contacts  of  more  exotic  conditions  but 
fortunately  no  cases  were  found  amongst  these  contacts.  Once 
again  I have  to  report  only  two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year  continuing  ohe  downward  trend  which  has 
taken  place  since  the  early  1950Ts, 

During  the  year  the  plans  for  the  re-organisation  of  the  VJelfire 
Services  were  announced  but  the  plais  for  the  re-organisation  of 
Local  Government  Boundaries  and  the  re-organisation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  were  still  awaited.  It  is  perhaps 
unfortunate  that  all  three  re-organisations  could  not  have  been 
timed  to  occur  simultaneously  as  the  setting  up  of  the  new 
Social  Services  Departments  will  be  completed  before  the  other 
two  re-organisations  and  possibly  new  boundaries  will  have  to  be 
devised  for  the  Social  Service  Areas  to  coincide  with  those  of 
the  eventual  new  Local  Government  areas.  However,  until  all 
three  reports  are  available  this  must  remain  pure  conjecture  at 
this  stage, 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportimity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  Mr_>  Hallows  and  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  and  support 
during  the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Urban  District  is  sited  East-North-East  of  the  city  centre 
of  Manchester,  and  separates  that  City  from  the  Borough  of 
A sh t on-unde r-Lyne.  Apart  from  the  parish  of  Littiemoss  (added 
to  the  Urban  District  on  the  dissolution  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Limehurst  in  1954),  the  district  is  almost  entirely  developed, 
Littiemoss  lies  within  the  Greater  Manchester  Green  Belt  area. 
There  are  still  representatives  of  the  cotton  spinning,  cotton 
weaving,  cloth  finishing,  cloth  dyeing,  engineering,  upholstery, 
and  plastics  industries  within  the  district,  A high  percentage 
of  the  population  follow  occupations  in  adjoining  boroughs  and 
the  district  slcwly  progresses  towards  being  mainly  a dormitory. 
There  are  large  numbers  of  retail  trades  within  the  district.

173  children  (167  of  whom  were  under  10  years  old)  contracted 
Measles. 

Only  1 positive  notification  of  Dysentery  was  received  in  the 
year  - the  smallest  number  since  1961. 

There  were  5 notifications  of  Infective  Jaundice,  2 cases  under 
10  and  3 cases  between  the  ages  10-25  years.  A reduction  cn 
1969  numbers. 

2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  - the  smallest  number 
for  7 years. 

2 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  - but  no  guess  could  be  made 
as  to  the  origin  of  the  cases. 

2 adults  contracted  Respiratory  Tuberculosis.  At  least  this 
was  one  case  less  than  1969. 

The  seventh  disease  notified  was  Whooping  Cough.  8 cases 
occurred.  The  first  for  2 years. 

The  total  of  193  notifications  for  the  year  was  the  highest  for 

3 years. 
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259  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination  and  the  positive  results  recorded  were  as 
under.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  specimens  was  due  to 
the  absence  of  dysentery  during  the  year.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  nay  portion  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Department  fer  19? 0, 

No,  14  Smeke  C«ntr«l  Order  was  declared  during  the  year  and  the  last 
sector  of  the  smoke  control  programme  was  under  way. 

Mechanical  difficulties  with  frozen  food  cabinets  seemed  numerous 
during  the  year  causing  the  destruction  of  large  quantities  of 
prepared  fowds,  It  was  necessary  to  resort  to  Court  proceedings 
against  one  shop  and  fines  of  £45  were  made. 

The  Slum  Clearance  work  continued  satisfactorily  again  and  two  new 
Council  housing  estates  were  commenced  to  cope  with  the  new  regular 
demand  for  new  housing.  Applications  for  Qualification  Certificates 
reached  over  the  400  mark  but  very  few  Certificates  were  actually 
issued  because  of  the  necessity  to  carry  out  proper  repairs  at 
virtually  every  house. 

Only  a small  number  of  noise  complaints  again  but  successful  action 
only  follows  lengthy  activities  by  the  Department, 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  continued  along  very  satisfactory 
lines  as  usual, 

I thank  the  Chairman  and  Meubers  of  the  Council  for  their  co:  "^'.derations 
during  the  yea^,  and  express  great  appreciation  of  the  nelp  and  support 
given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Haaltn  and  the  staff  of  the  Department.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


With  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Littlemoss,  which  was 
included  in  the  Urban  District  in  1954,  the  whole  of  the 
district  is  seweredo  The  sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  Manchester 
Corporation  system  via  a main  outfall  sewer  at  Clayton  Bridge, 
and  is  treated  at  that  Authority Ts  disposal  plant  at 
Davyhulme,  Littlemoss,  a 9 Green  Belt9  area  next  to  tne  bear+v 
spot  of  Daisy  Nook,  contains  towards  200  premises,  one  half  of 
which  is  served  by  septic  tank  installations.  The  other  half 
still  use  pail-closets. 

Approval  ttf  the  scheme  for  the  sewonage  of  Littlemoss  as  part 
of  Phase  III  of  the  main  sewerage  scheme  has  been  received 
from  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  an  early  start  is 
now  expected,

CLEAN  WATER 


Supplies  to  the  district  are  provided  by  the  Manchester 
Corporation  Waterworks  Department  and  the  West  Pennine  Water 
Board  (which  supplies  the  Littlemoss  parish  area).  The  water 
is  upland  surface  water,  4 samples  were  taken  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  of  which  1 was  reported  as  bacteriologically 
unsatisfactory.  However,  the  heading  of  this  paragraph  Is 
Clean  Water  and  this  should  also  mean  freedom  from  dirt.  This 
has  certainly  not  yet  been  achieved  - too  much  9 sediment 9 and 
dirt  particles  are  held  in  suspension  still.  No  fluoride 
additions  are  made  the  water  undertakings. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


The  Council  is  *ne  of  the  constituent  member  authorities  of 
the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire  Consultative 
Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution, 
Under  the  auspices  of  this  Committee  a Tlead  peroxide  candle* 
for  the  recording  of  sulphur  pollution  in  the  air  is  sited 
within  the  Droylsden  Cemetery  grounds,  and  a private  firm 
provides  readings  for  a * volumetric  analysis  instrument * to 
help  determine  the  same  pollution.  The  instruments  a.1  low 
some  comparison  of  pollution  and  atmoshperic  problems  by 
tneir  daily  and  monthly  recordings. 

No,  14  Smoke  Control  Order  waB  declared  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  but  its  operative  date  appears  uncertain  yet. 

Slowly,  the  district  progresses  to  its  goal  of  100$  freedom 
from  the  effects  of  burning  coal  in  domestic  grates.

may  keep  tneir  hands  clean  and  each  has  facilities  for  keeping 
the  premises  and  all  equipment  in  a clean  state. 
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31  samples  of  milk  (of  which  6 were  Channel  Islands  Milk)  and 
56  samples  of  other  foods  were  obtained  by  the  Assistant  County 
Public  Health  Officers  employed  by  the  Lancahsire  County  Council 
whilst  carrying  out  duties  within  the  urban  district  area.

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HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 


The  slum  clearance  programme,  brought  up  to  date  in  1968, 
continued  satisfactorily.  The  houses  enumerated  in  the 
printed  schedules  were  inspected  and  represented  and  were 
included  in  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders, 

A total  of  80  houses  were  inspected  and  represented  as  unfit 
during  the  year, 

97  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  14  new  units 
of  accommodation  were  built  privately  inside  the  district. 


Maintenance  of  standards 


A considerable  portion  of  the  activities  of  the  Department 
continues  to  be  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  standards 
in  tenanted  houses  despite  the  increasing  number  of  owner/ 
occupiers.  The  following  tables  show  the  numbers  that  may 
be  reported  fcut  not  the  man-hours  involved.  Increasing  costs 
of  repairs  increases  the  attrition-like  nature  of  the  duties 
involved.

452  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  were  made 
during  the  year  - making  a total  received  of  4b2.  Despite 
the  requirement  on  the  application  form  that  the  house  should 
be  in  good  repair,  each  house  inspected  was  found  lacking  in 
this  respect,  and  the  additional  work  created  for  the 
Department  is  equivalent  to  one-man  working  full  time.

The  Department  provides  help  to  residents  for  differing  types 
of  infestations,  either  by  direct  treatment  of  the  premises 
concerned  or  by  the  supply  of  suitable  pesticides* 

16  Council  houses,  11  Private  houses,  2 schools,  8 workplaces 
and  2 Aged  Persons  Hostels  received  direct  treatments  against 
insect  infestations  during  the  year* 

The  Rodent  Control  work  is  shown  in  the  table  below*  All 
surface  infestations  are  first  treated  with  Warfarin,  but  the 
re-use  of  other  rodenticides  is  again  necessary;  particulai  y 
useful  being  alphachloralose  against  mice. 

The  sewer  system  is  still  being  treated  by  direct  poisoning 
methods* 

No  notices  were  required  to  be  served  in  connection  with 
rodent  control  measures  and  no  legal  proceedings  were  necessary.

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STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM 


All  installations  -within  the  district  were  thoroughly  inspected 
during  the  year.  14  licences  were  issued.  Notice  that  more  up- 
to-date  equipment  and  site  conditions  would  be  necessary  in  the 
coming  year  was  given  to  several  of  the  retail  petrol  outlets, 
last  year. 

Two  applications  for  the  renewal  of  licences  were  thereupon 
refused  because  no  alterations  had  been  made  and  an  appeal  in 
respect  of  one  of  the  refusals  will  result  in  a local  inquiry 
next  year. 

No  incidents  were  reported  in  connection  with  the  storage  of 
these  spirit  materials. 

SCHOOLS 


There  are  ten  schools  within  the  district.  Small  amounts  of 
improvement  works  ‘’happen”  at  the  older  schools,  particularly 
in  connection  with  toilet  and  sanitary  accommodation.  This 
must  be  considered  fortunate,  but  the  age  of  the  oldest  will 
yet  prove  to  be  combatable  only  be  new  buildings. 

4 schools  were  considered  to  have  unsatisfactory  washing 
facilities  and  yard  surfaces,  and  1 school  unsatisfactory 
drinking  water  facility. 

The  construction  of  a new  junior  school  was  expected  to 
commence  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  but  no  start  was 
made.  No  doubt  this  will  now  happen  next  year. 

SWIMMIFG_BATHS 

The  Droylsden  Baths  continued  to  be  very  extensively  used. 

The  water  is  purified  by  a continuous  system  of  filtration  and 
purification  with  a turn-over  period  of  4 hours,  and  control  has 
proved  satisfactory c 

12  samples  of  water  from  the  main  plunge  arid  footbaths  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  only  2 were  reported  as  unsatisfactory  after 
bacteriological  examination. 

Byelaws  relating  to  the  Baths  have  been  operative  since  1st  September 

1967. 
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CLEANSING  SERVICES

Storage  of  refuse  at  all  hauses  is  by  the  use  of  3$  cubic  feet 
capacity  dustbins,  of  which  there  are  some  9,800  plus  in  the 
district* 

By  a resolution  of  the  District  Cauncil  in  April  1951  the  dust- 
bins at  dwellinghouse s are  replaced  as  necessary  by  the  Council 
ami . the  cast  borne  by  the  general  rate  funds.  This,  over  a 
period  of  years,  ensures  standardisation  af  dustbins  but  more 
important,  generally  results  in  serviceable  dustbins  only  bt  ng 
tolerated  both  by  residents  and  the  refuse  collectors  with 
general  benefit  to  both. 

The  type  of  dustbin  that  has  been  supplied  for  the  past  years 
is  one  made  erfcfc-ely  of  black  plastic  material,  a choice  that 
has  been  substantiated  by  the  findings  reported  within  the 
Report  on  Refuse  Storage  and  Collection  issued  by  the  Ministry 
sf  Housing  and  Local  Government* 

During  the  year,  814  dustbins  were  replaced.  Since  the  start 
of  the  9 dustbin  scheme9  16,62.5  dustbins  have  been  replaced  by 
the  department. 

Some  300  Council  owned  flats  use  paper  sacks  for  storage,  a 
method  acceptable  to  all  concerned. 

Refuse  Collection 


Refuse  oollection  is  carried  out  by  three  teams,  each  of  one 
driver  and  four  oc Hectors.  Since  the  introduction  of  ohe 
present  method  of  collection,  the  residents  of  the  district  have 
a standard  weekly  emptying  of  the  dustbins.  The  providion  of  a 
high  standard  of  collection  is  n«w  reaping  its  own  rewards  or 
drawbacks  depending  on  one9s  own  position.  The  teams  remain  on 
a bin  bonus  scheme  that  had  the  effect  of  ensuring  that  for  the 
majority  of  the  year  n>  extra  labour  was  required  to  maintain  the 
service,  but  the  service  obviously  becomes  that  much  slower  during 
that  day  that  a team  member  is  absent.  The  residents  now  demand 
that  the  normal  time  (not  ctay)  of  emptying  be  constant,  and  the 
refuse  collectors  too  feel  that  every  detail  should  be  part  of  a 
habit.  Tnus,  extra  bonus  moneys  seem  to  have  lost  their  attraction 
and  the  demand  now  from  public  and  staff  is  for  reserve  labour  to 
be  available  to  meet  the  hazards  of  sickness  and  holidays,  in  order 
that  every  action  every  day  of  each  week  occurs  as  near  as  possible 
to  the  same  time.  And  in  order  to  maintain  the  present  high  standards 
of  collection  this  position  must  be  more  and  more  seriously  considered 
with  each  passing  year. 
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Refuse  Disposal 


All  household  refuse  collected  by  the  ashbinmen  now  passes 
through  a ?Danof  refuse  pulverisation  plant  before  tipping  on 
the  tipping  area  behind  the  plant  Depot*  Thus  the  appearance 
of  the  refuse  is  now  changed  and  material  for  tipping  without 
disgust  to  the  eye  is  available. 

The  site  of  the  tipping  area  is  a natural  valley  along  the 
bottom  half  of  which  flows  a small  watercourse.  To  ensure  a 
full  tipping  life  for  the  area  and  the  proper  recovery  of  the 
land  to  prcvide  public  open  space  for  future  generations  tho 
culverting  of  this  watercourse  is  necessary,  and  this  proposal 
is  linked  with  the  next  phase  of  the  sewerage  system  renewal 
scheme  to  be  undertaken. 

Levelling  and  compaction  of  the  tipped  refuse  is  carried  out 
by  a wheeled  hydraulic  shovel/loader  vehicle. 

S alv age  Services 

Waste  board  and  paper  are  collected  from  shops  and  other 
business  premises  by  a special  collection  vehicle. 

Ip6  tons  of  mixed  paper  was  sent  to  the  Board  Mills. 

Only  mixed  paper  is  baled  now  that  the  new  baling  machine  is 
in  operation.
